DIES, VICTIM OF PSITTACOSIS 


U. S. Health Service Attendant Be-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Harry 
B. Anderson, attendant at the Hy- 
gienic Laboratory of the United 
States Public Health Service, where 
he handled parrots afflicted with 
psittacosis, died’ today after a 14- 
day fight against the disease. 

Anderson, who was 45 years old, 
was the first known victim of the 
malady in the national capital. 

He was entrusted with the care 
of parrots sent to the laboratory 
for diagnosis and experimental 
purposes, and despite extreme pre- 
caution became violently il] nine 
days after his first contact with 
the birds.

Missing Explorer Said in Letter 
Last Fall... He Wouldn’t. Like 
Others to Risk Lives. 

ADELAIDE, South Austraifa, 
Feb. 8.—In view of the anxiety 
caused by the silence of Sir Hu- 
bert Wilkins, Antarctic explorer 
who has been. unreported _ since 
Jan, 28, a letter made public here 
today has attraéted wide attention.

STILLWATER, Ok., Feb. 8.— 
John Young and his wife, Ne- 
groes, were acquitted by a District 
Court jury today of a murder charge 
gtowing out of the death, two 
months ago, of O. P. Butler, Fed- 
eral prohibition enforcement offi- 
cer, who was killed when he at- 
tempted to serve a warrant on them 
at Cushing, Ok. ' 

_.The jury had deliberated since $ 
o’clock Wednesday night. It up- 
held ‘the contention of defense 
counse] that the Negroes shot in 
self-defense when Butler and 
George S. Danhour, another Feder- 
al enforcement officer, drew their 
revolvers. | 

The shooting occurred at the 
Young home in Cushing, Déc. 10. 
Danhour was wounded, but has re- 
covered. He appeared as a State 
witness against the Negroes. 

The State had asked for the 
death penalty. 

The acquittal was attributed by 
County Attorney Ernest F. Jenkins 
to the fact that the Federal search 
warrant used by the agents in en- 
tering the home was held invalid 
because its description of the lo- 
cation of the Young home erred in 
distance by half a mile, and to the 
presentation of the defense con- 
tention that the State did not 
prove the presence of whisky in 
the house. 

Danhour testified that he and 
Butler pyrchased whisky from the 
pair and that the shooting result- 
ed after they had announced them- 
selves as Federal officers. . Dan- 
hour was wounded in the shooting, 
which the State alleged was done 
by the woman. 

Shortly before returning their 
verdict the jurors asked District 
Judge C. C. Smith. who tried the 
case, his opinion as to the legality 
of the Federal search warrant.

Head of Fire Underwriters for 
Many Years Was 84 
Years Olda 


James Alexander Waterworth, 
prominent in the fire insurance 
business in St. Louis for 60 years, | 
died at his home, 4471 Pershing 
avenue, last night. He was $4 years 
old and had been suffering since 
Jan. 20 from the infirmities of age. 
For many years Mr. Waterworth 
was senior warden of the chapter 
of Christ Church Cathedral, the 
highest lay office in the parish. He 
had long been the leader of fire 
insurance rate making in Missouri.

Baldly stated, the purpose of the amend- 
ment is to prevent the United States Su- 
preme Court from rendering any more deci- 
sions such as it recently handed down in the 
O’Fallon Railroad case, and such as it had 
previously rendered in other valuation and 
rate cases. It aims to state the will of Con- 
gress toward valuation and rate-making in 
such strong and explicit terms that the Su- 
preme Court will either not upset it or up- 
setting it, would virtually be compelled to 
lay down a rule of its own for arriving at 
valuations—something it has heretofore con- 
sistently refused to do. 


Court’s Ruling Criticised 
by Commission as Vague. 

Howell’s decision to offer the amendment 
was prompted by one of the most daring ane: 
devastating documents ever recéived by Coi- 
gress from an important Government agé@n- 
cy. It was a communication to the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee from the ‘In- 
terstate Commerce Commission which not 
only asserted that the Supreme Court had 
been guilty of a serious error of fact in 
reaching its opinion in the O'Fallon case, 
but practically declared the Court’s admoni- 
tions to the Commission were so vague and 
conflicting as to be unintelligible. 

The subtle wit, the powerful marshaling of 
facts, the bold reasoning, and the trenchant 
phraseology of the comniunication, all bore 
testimony to the brilliant hand of Commis- 
sioner Joseph B. Eastman. Howell’s orig- 
inal resolution, introduced in the Senate sev- 
eral days ago, was referred to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission with a request for 
comment, and it was in response to this re- 
quest that the communication was sent. The 
Commission disapproved of the resolution 
as the best way to accomplish the desired end, 
and recommended instead an amendment to 
the transportation act. 


Suggests 5.75 Per. Cent 
as Fair Return at Present. 

The Commission did not content itself 
with suggesting that Congress lay down a rule 
of valuation; it ouflined what it considers 
the best rule. But, incidentally, it empha- 
sized its belief that rate-making bodies should 
be governed not so much by a desire to con 
form to rigid rules of valuation, as by a de- 
sire to provide for a “fair return’ on the 
It defined. a “fair return” as one 
that would “insure an adequate transporta- 
tion system, and attract a continuous inflow 
of capital’ necessary for development and 
expansion. 

Regardless of what courts might say on 
methods of valuation, the Commission point. 
edly declared that “it is idle to contend that 
treatment of private property which attracts 
and encourages further capital ventures can 
be called confiscatory.” It named a return 
of 5.75 per cent, on a valuation to be reached 
by the method which it outHned, as suffici- 
ent at the present time to maintain the 
railroads and attract the necessary new capi- 
tal. It added that if at any future time that 
rate should prove insufficient to achieve those

Indeed, the Commission suggested that per- 
haps the court had misinterpreted, its own 
precedent, since it recalled that the Smyth-

Ames opinion had merely listed these various 


elements, including “reproduction cost,” as 
“matters. for. consideration,”” to be given 
“such” weight as may be just and right in 
each case.” Under this rule, the Commis- 
sion intimated, there might well be cases 
where some of them were not justly or i gee 
ly entitled to any weight. ‘ 

“Tt is a necessary conclusion,” it added, 
“that while all elements of value recognized 
by the law of the land must be considered 
in the ascertainment of value, individually 
they need only be given such weight, if any. 
‘as may be just and right in each case.’” 

As a matter of fact, the Commission 4s- 
serted, the Court was in error in stating tat 
“reproduction cost” was not considered in 
reaching the valuation in the O'Fallon case. 
but it did not care to dwell on that point. 


Commission Calls Attention 
to Discretion Allowed by Law. 


In summing up its review of the Court’s 
opinion in the O’Fallon case, the Commission 
carefully pointed out that the Court had 
based its decision on what it declared was 
the Commission’s failure to obey the tra 1s- 
portation act. ‘That act directs the Commis- 
sion to consider the various elements of value, 
as laid down by the “law of the land,” in 
arriving at valuations for rate-making pur- 
poses, and the court held that the Conuwis- 
sion’s “failure” to consider “repr sducticn 
cost”’ constituted a violation of the act. 

It was demonstrated, said the Commission, 
that its order in the O'Fallon case did sot 
actually result in cenfiscation. Therefore, 
since the Court’s decision rested solely von 
the alleged violation of the act, it must. fol- 
low that if the act’ had provided for the as- 
certainment of value in the precise way that 
it. was ascertained, no ground for annulment 
would bave existed, and the order wouid 
have been sustained. 

After all, the Commission reminded Con- 
gress (and the court), all that the “law of 
the land” provides is that such weight :sust 
be given to the recognized elements of value 
“as is just and right.” This calls for the 
exercise of a reasonable discretion. The 
Commission ha@ endeavored to exercise its 
discretion,- and its finding had been over- 
turned. Therefore it urged Congress to de- 
fine what is “just and right.” Such an ex- 
plicit declaration by Congress would not ema 


serve to guide the Commission in the fu-} 


ture, but it would — the Commission slyly 
added—undoubtedly be “of great —_ to te

“The. results of such a declaration would 
be subject to review by the Supreme Court, 
if it were contended in any instance that they 
transgressed constitutional limitations; but in 
that event we feel sure that a broad declara- 
tion of public policy from the legislative 
branch of the Government, particularly if aec- 
companied by a clear statement of the rea- 
sons therefor, would be of great help to the 
Supreme Court. It could hardly be other- 
wise. One of the great difficulties which the 
courts have encountered in dealing with this 
subject has been that the legislative bodies, 
Federal.and State, have never made such @ 
declaration.

Attacks Reproduction Cost 
Basis as Peculiarly Unstable. 
Having thus stated the reasons why Con- 


gress should weigh and assess the elements { 


of value, the Commission proceeded to sug- 
gest the considerations by which Congress 
might well be guided. First, the two objects 
to be sought are “fair value” and “fair re- 
turn.” The prime requisites of “fair value” 
are “‘stability, reliability, and relative ease of 
adjustment to property changes.” Concern- 


ing the first of these, stability, the Commis-|- 


sion made the following forthright declara- 
tion: 

“‘A rate base which is dependent upon, and 
varies with, current costs of reproduction, is 
peculiarly unstable. It is unstable not only 
because of constant fluctuations in the value 
of money,;»but also becatise of 
methods of construction. From the stand- 
point of the owners this instability might be 
advantageous if the variation in the -costs 
of reproduction could be depended upon to 
have a consistently upward trend. But this 
cannot be depended upon. Neither, can it be 
depended upon to have a consistently down- 
ward trend.”’ 

Here :the Commission quoted from the tes- 
timony of a construction engineer of the 
American Telephone & Telegraph Co., who 
stated that, at the present time, the estimat- 
ed cost of reprod ing the telephone prop- 
erty in the United States is very close to the 
actual cost of constructing it. He explained 
this by saying that 60 per cent of the prop- 
erty has been built in the last five years, 
during part of which time construction costs 
were higher than at present. Incidentally, 
similar testimony was given last week before 
a Senate committee by Walter 8. Gifford, 
president of the A. T. & T. 

Difficult Now to Keep 

Valuations Up to Date.

A Legal Point. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HAVE just read article in your pa- 


per concerning protest aroused by a 
lumber corporation’s forfeiture of 57,000 
acres In Southeast Missouri. The writer 
overlooked a point of law which may 
change the entire situation with refer- 
ence to this land as a revenue pro- 
ducer for State and county purposes. A 
suit is now pending in the Supreme 
Court of this State, being the case of 
McAnally vs. Little River Drainage Dis- 
trict, argued and submitted on the 29th 
of January, 1930, in which the court is 
called upon to decide whether the lien 
for State and county taxes is para- 
mount to the lien for drainage taxes.

son with the expense to which the United States has 
been put. To Mr. Hoover, who is an economist, it 
could not be other than a stale and unprofitable busi- 
ness which spent $10 to make $1; but that does not 
altogether explain his resolution to end dollar diplo- 
macy. That dubious practice, which has always been 
cafried on over the head of Congress and has aroused 
criticism both at home and abroad, is in contradic 
tion to our desire to promote good feeling among the 
Americas. 

When the last Pan-American .conference was held 
the Latin Americans kept off the agenda the mal- 
odorous matter of dollar diplomacy only by imposing 
upon themselves the strictest self restraint. There 
were fresh in their minds the brutalities of the 
Marines in Nicaragua. Mr. Hughes, who presided over 
the conference, explained with his tongue in his 
cheek that our operation in Nicaragua was for the 


{good of the whole American community; but that 


sophistry did not deceive the Latin Americans. They 
have always known why we went into Panama, why 
we have been in Nicaragua 20 years, why we have 
been‘ in Haiti 15 yéars, why we have at different 
times policed Santo Domingo and Salvador, and why 
we have all but taken Mexico. It was because our 
empire was growing. 

The overseas expansion of the United States began 
under McKinley. We -acquired Porto Rico and the 
Philippines in the 8 American war. Our virtual 
protectorate over Cuba resulted from the same con- 
flict, the effect of which was to expunge Spain from 
the West Indies and place that region within the 
sphere of the United States. Mr. Roosevelt im- 
mensély augmented this expansion by building the 
Panama Canal. “I took Panama,” he boasted, and 
when he took Panama he usheréd in the Caribbean 
policy of the United States. The Monroe Doctrine 
had come to mean not simply that no foreign country 
was to lay hand upon American territory, but that 
we were quite free to take any part of it needed in 
the serious business of empire building. Thus was 
born dollar diplomacy. Our benkers made loans in 
the little republics of the West Indies and the 
Isthmus, and when those loans became delinquent or 
were imperilled by revolution we sent the Marines 
to protect them. This dollar diplomacy thus brought 
us at length fito open warfare with both the Nicara- 
guans and the Haytians. As early as 1925 Marine 
reports showed that more than 3500 Haytians had 
been killed either by the Marines themselves or by 
the native constabulary placed in the field by our 
forces. In a battle with the forces of Sandino at 
Ocotal the Marines killed more than 300 Nicaraguan 
men, women and children in a single engagement. 
Our flyers bombed the hills, and With the sheer 
weight of our arms we at last compelled every Nic- 
araguan to acknowledge dollar diplomacy as king. 

The question, of course, is to what extent we can 
extend our sphere into those countries unless we 
exercise police power over them. Dollar diplomacy 
has by no means been @ Republican institution. It 
enjoyed the sanction of Mr. Wilson, and in the case 
of Haiti that arch anti-imperialist, the then Secretary 
of State Bryan, indorsed it. There was no difference 
in principle between the manner in which Mr. Bryan 
went to the relief of the loan of the National City 
Bank in Maiti and the manner in which Mr. Coolidge 
almost 15 years latér wént to the relief of Seligman 
& Co. in Nicaragua. Mr. Hoover evidently senses the 
incompatibility of dollar diplomacy with other and 
larger aspirations. From a mere money lending 
country and one interestéd in the development of 
natural resources in the West Indies and Latin 
America, the United States has become a great in- 
dustrial exporter. 

Our exports to South America in 1928 were worth 
$480,815,000; thosé to Mexico, Central America and 
the West Indies were $397,195,000. Our exports to 
South America 20 yéars ago totaled $83,584,000; those 
to Mexico, Central America and the West Indies, 
$154,005,000. That i8, our exports to South America 
have increased in volume almost six times since dol- 
lar diplomacy was born, and those to Mexico, Central 
America and the Wést Ifdies have increased two and 
one-half times. 

That good will which meant little to us when dol- 
lar diplomacy was in the ascendance becomes to us 
@ vital matter when we wish to sell our industria) 
artifacts in foreign lands. Thus we are by necessity | 
turned to a beneficent use of that power which was 
one time ruthless. We cannot sell automobiles, elec- 
trical goods, radio sets, shoes, clothing and the in- 
numerable manufactures of the. United Staies, in re- 
gions occupied or prejudiced by the Marines. So Mr. | 
Hoover very flatly eays the Marines must come home. | 

The Caribbean and Isthmian couatries will have to 
enjoy credit or not enjoy it according to their trust- | 
worthiness and responsibility. That is the test of | 
civilization with nations as well as individuals, and 
it must be so with them. So ends the era of dollar 
diplomacy, a bloody and uffprofitable business which 
cost the United States money and friends and at last

We are now concentrating thought and labor on the 
question of law enforcement. We charge the alarm- 
ing prevalence of crime to delay and inefficiency in 
the administration of justice and we are planning to 
speed up and make more sure the processes of law 
enforcement. Very good. Efficient law enforcement 
is a deterrent of crime, but it is not a cute for crime. 

The causes of crime are deeper than inefficient 
law enforcement and its remedy goes far beyond 
efficient legal processes. The very fact that we find 
it mecegsary to speed up justice, relieve congestion of 
courts and build more jails to accommodate rapidly 
increasing numbers of prisoners is alarming. The 
increase of crime is proof of the decrease of the 
“gense of moral values.” 

There is a greater problem confronting the Amer- 
ican people than that of law enforcement. If we stop 
with the solution of that and do not remedy the 
moral disease that is the cause of increasing crime 
and the need of more drastic law enforcement we 
shall not accomplish the most needful thing. We 
shall not check the disintegration and decay of moral 
forces which are the real menace’ to law and order 
and social progress. 

With the commission working on law enforcement 
there should be a commission inquiring into the 
causes of the lowering of the standards of honor, 
honesty and morais which lead individuals to yield 
to temptation to become lawless.and criminal. 

What are the underlying causes of moral deca- 
dence? What do we lack? Has religion lost its pow- 
er? Is moral training inefficient? Are economic and 
social conditions conducive to criminal impulses and 
activities? What is the remedy? 

These are questions upon which all the forces of re 
ligion, morality and social progress should combin= 
to find the answers and the means of regeneration. 
All the available machinery of government, supported 
by unlimited funds, will not avert the destructive 
consequences of a decreasing sense of moral values.

Old Age Security Movement in U. S.

HE movement for a definite and con- 

structive social policy toward the super- 

annuated_workers of the United States 
is comparatively recent. Gevernment in- 
surance or pensions for the needy aged citi- 
zens, aside from military and civil pensions, 
were until recently entirely unknown in this 
country. Indeed, while in Engiand liegisia- 
tive comniittees were seeking a solutien to 
the problem early in the nineteenth century, 
and on the European centinent adequate 
provision for the aged was a dominant issue 
throughout the latter haif ef the last cen- 
tury, there were hardly any demands for 
such & movement in the United States until 
a few years ago. 

The whole movement for old age pensions 
or security in the United States may be 
Gated from the creation of a Massachusetts 
commission in 1907 to study thé subject. 
About the same time the first Federal bill 
on old age pensions was introduced by for- 
mer Secretary of Labor William B. Wilson. 
The sponsors of that bill were afraid that 
the law would be unconstitutional, since 
only military people were entitled to pen- 
sions. So the bill provided forthe creation 
of an Old Home Guard to cover all the old 
people, who would then be pensiened as 
members of the military. That bill, of 
course, died in committee.

In 1911, the late Congressman Victor L. 
Berger of Wisconsin—the first Socialist 
Representative—introduceg a bill providiig 
a pension of $4 a week or less to all persons 
60 years of age and over whose income was 
below $10 a week. The bill required 16 
years of citizenship and good moral charac- 
ter. The pension was to increase or decrease 
in accordance with a sliding schedule, 

March 16. 1926, Berger introduced an- 
other bill in Congress. Under this bill a 
pension was to be paid to ali persons 60 
years of age and over having an income be- 
low $8 per week. The weekly pension was 
to be graded in accordance with the income 
but could not exceed $8. The bill also con-

All the laws now on the statute books 
leave the administration and payment of 
pensions to the individual counties. In some 
states the county beards of commissioners 
also act as the old age pension authorities, 
whilé in others the Couhkty Judge is the ad- 
ministrator of the old age pension system. 
With the exception of Wisconsin and Cali- 
fornia, ali the moneys come from the coun- 
ty treasuries. In the former, one-third of 
the sum expended on pensions by the coun- 
ty is reimbursed by the State. In the latter, 
the State and the counties share cost 
equally. The pensionable age in the Amer- 
ican plans is set at 70 except in Nevada. 
Maryland, Utah and Wyoming, where it be- 
gins at age 65.

|’ Plans for an active campaign to 
get out-a favorable vote at the 
special election to be held March 
26 on the proposition to retain the 
85-cent school tax rate for the next

Thomas N. Dysart, chairman of 
the committee, issued the follow- 
ing statement yesterday: “The 
most important thing to a cotm- 
munity is a good pyblic school sys- | 
tem. That it may be the best and 
function efficiently, it must have 
the support of the citizens The 
Citizens’ School Tax Campaign 
Committee is a yolunteer organiza- 
tion of citizens to see that suffi« 
cient taxes are voted Ahat the 
Board of Educaion may maintain 
our public schools efficiently. 

“The Board of Education has 
successfully operated our public 
schools for nifie years on the 85- 
cént rate without incurring a defi- 
eit; in fact, thé board paid off al- 
most $1,000,000 of the $3,000,000 
bond issue aythorized in 1916. Very 
few tax-supported bodies have 
operated, during the past nine 
years of high cost, without asking 
for increase in revenue. We are not 
asking for an increase; we are only 
asking that the present 85-cent 
rate be continued. 

Much Interest Shown. 

“In all my experience with cam- 
paigns I have never been connect- 
ed with one which has aroused the 
interest ef individuals and organi- 
zations as has the school tax cam- 
paign. Support is given with a 
maghanimity that surpasses the 
generous loyalty of our citizens in 
their war work. I attribute this 
largely to the fact that our public 
schools are considered as personal 
possessions by each individual. In- 
dividuals and representatives of 
organizations who are unknown to 
me have telephoned, written and 
called in person offering their 
services in any way the committee 
may see fit to use them. The in- 
terest and enthusiasm is inspiring. 

“We were perhaps unfortunate

ington University. This statement 
of cost is itemized as to material, 
labor and other costs, 
Construction of the bridge was 
begun in 1867 and it was opened to 
traffic on July 4, 1874, so that 
original cost is that of more than 
half a century »go and probably 
would not be considered indicative 
cf today’s cost. 

Discussing. the present value of 
the bridge with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, President Miller said if the 
usual formula of depreciation were 
applied to it it would have been 
wiped out six years ago.

favorite haven of the Chinese and 
possesses a pretentious inese 
restaurant and cabaret, w pic- 
turesque Chinese’ girls serve the 
patrons. 

At the town of Merced; some 
200 miles north, tHe road turns 
east to Yosemite Park; an all-year 
highway has been completed which 
eliminates to a large extent any 
hazard in passing through the. 
mountains. The road from Merced 
passes through 40 miles of prairie 
land filled with the romantic 
charm of the pioneer gold digging 
days. Stories of the escapades and 
deeds of the red-shirted miners are 
still to be heard from old inhabi- 
tants of the villages when in rem- 
iniscent mood, ‘ 

The foothills of the Yosemite 
Mountains resemble huge ‘camel 
humps which become larger until 
the heart of the mountains is 
reached. The road winds along 
the mountain ridge and overlooks 
the meadows and farmhouses in 
the valley and on the slopes of ad- 
jacent mountain ranges. A height 
of about 9000 feet is attained and 
then a gradual descent begins to 
the floor of Yosemite Valley: . at 
Briceburg, Merced River Canyon is 
entered,. The road foHows the tur- 
bulent- Merced River-whose clear 
water reveals its gravel and rock 
bed, some of the rocks standing. 
upright above the surface of the 
water. On either side are the per- 
pendicular precipices of the can- 
yon. Nearing Yosemite Park, the 
plant life on the mountain side be- 
comes more varted and interesting 
—giant trees are in. full bloom, 
mammoth rocks jut from the 
mountainside and ovérhang the 
road. The magic of Ydsemite casts 
its powerful spell—its mystie beau- 
ty encHants you. The park itself is 
entered through an archway carved 
out of solid rock jutting from the 
mountain side. Then the road 
leads through forests of giant trees 
between jagged, rocky precipices. 
A smooth carpet of grass covers 
the earth and the picturesque Med- 
ced winds its threadlike course. 
streams of clear cool water spurt 
from the crevices in the rocks, 
varying in volume from tiny 
springs to the spectacular Yosemite 
Falis which drop 1430 feet, a 
height equal-to nine Niagara Falls, 
one on tep of the other. Also, 
there aré Vernal Falls, 220 feet 
high, Illibouette Falls, 50 feet 
higher, Bridleveil Falls, Round 
Falls, and innumerable others. No- 
where in the world is there such a 
spectacie of water to_be viewed. 

The-eye becomes accustomed to 
the phenomenal; it seems that one 
must be in fairyland as the valley 
unfolds its beauty. Unéxpectedly a 
mighty wall of solid granite comes 
into view. .It is “El Capitan,” one 
of many granite pretipices which 
grace the valley—further on are 
the ‘Three Brothers” and the “Ca- 
thedral Spires.” These command- 
ing towers of granite seem to be 
giant sentinels placed by nature to 
guard her treasure chest so pains- 
takingly wrought and accumulated 
through the centuries. 

“Mirror Lake” is in the heart of 
the valley surrounded by gray 
granite walls several thousand feet 
high. These walls are mirrored in 
the crystal water of the lake, a 
photographic triumph of nature's 
improvised lens—a sight not soon 


to be forgot.

In a valley in the park is Big 
Basin, a natural amphitheater, the 
rows of seats made of hewn logs 
from the enormous trees encircling 
the base, Big Basin is a favorite 
camping and rést resort, Leaving 
Big Basin en route to San. Fran- 
cisco, the road passes through the 
crest of the mountains, whose 
slopes and intervening valleys are 
covered with dense forests of red- 
wood treés, so that the~ motorist 
idoks down on, uhdulating, billowy 
waves of tree. tops for miles at a 
stretch. 

It. is a rélief. when ‘the narrow 
mountain road turns into. the wide 
paved “Skyline~ Boulevard” which 
extends about. 3¢@.~miles to San 
Francisco. This boulevard is paral- 
lel to the white clouds which over-- 
hang the mountain tops in the dis- 
tance, and is literally above the 
clouds at times. The boulevard 
passes from the mountain heights 
to the seashore of San Francisco.

From him and from the sensibic 
and ageless traditions of the Chi- 
nese stage. [I have never scen a 
Chinese theatrical performance, 
but from ali reports they are some 
centuries ahead of us in their neg- 
lect of the material clutter, of 
stage scenery and furnishings. 
Where we spend thousands for a 
stage full of exactly the right 
antiques, for half a ton of sofas, 
sideboards, chairs, doorways and 
built-in bookcases, the Chinese sub- 
stitute, for these encumbrances of 
wood and cloth, a few conventional 
gestures which their audiences 
have for centuries been accustomed 
to translate instantly and imagina- 
tively into the appropriate scenery 
and action. 

A Chinese actor enters. He does 
not open a painted beaverboard 
door painfully constructed for 
about $45, and close it again, with 
a slam that makes the canvas walls 
of the counterfeit room heave and 
perilously quiver. No, he simply 
raises one foot a little, as if lift- 
ing it over an imaginary sill. The 
audience, for generations civilized 
in the art of taking things for 
granted, and trained. in this and 
many similar conventions, under- 
stands at once and does not feel 
cheated by the absence of a re~l 
door. 

By contrast how barbaric and 
childish is our demand that any- 
thing by which the actors enter 
or leave the stage shall have 
panels, hinges and a doorknob.

HE art of scene designing, 
while it has done tremendous

HE movie magnates out in Hollywood do not propose to let 
T= rich‘ foreign field, long dominated by American films, get 
away. from them as a result of the rush of talking pictures. It 
will not be Jong now before every picture which looks promising— 
and most of ‘em do to the optimistic producers—will be made in 


‘, Many languages at the same time that it is being photographed for 


home consumption. Several big pictures have already been made 
with French and German conversation ‘and one is being prepared 
in Spanish on a Hollywood lot. ' 

The formation of a group of stock companies composed of 
artists from Spain, France, Germany, Italy and other nations to 
permit the séparate and “pertect’ filming of talking pictures in the 
various important languages of the world’ is the solution to the 
problem of producing sound films for foreign countries. 

That statement was made by Jesse L. Lasky on his réturn. home 
after a hunting and. business trip into Mexico. 

“Hollywood will solve the problem,” said Lasky, “and-I can 
see a real influx to the screen colony of players speaking the ‘Key’ 
tongues. We cau take no half-way measures.: Artists must talk 
in the native language of each country that is to be served with 
American-made pictures. 

“My trip was in the form of a vacation and to study at first 
‘hand a portion of the Spanish market. While in Mexico City, ve 
made tests of Spanish actors. Their pure Castillian will make then: 
well fitted to form the: nucleus of a Spanish stock company... 

“Pictures for foreign lands may be made at the same time 
we film our English productions. As soon as our players complete 
a scene, casts of other tatiod@ities can re-enact the scene in turn. 
Just before I left New York, we conducted this experiment. with 
Maurice Chevalier’s starring vehicle, ‘The Big Pond,’ Chevalier and 
his leading w , Claudette Colbert, speak French and Englich 
fruently. «We first made three English scenes, then filmed them in 
French. The results were beyond our expectations.” ~

ICHARD WAGNER, who was 
many things in his time, ¢- 
caped any connection with the 
Freudian psychology when he died 
a few years too soon. This was 


too bad for otherwise we might. 


have had the perfect Psychoanaly- 


tica} Opera, with a whole series of 


suppressed and subverted charac- 
tera put through their paces to 
the most precisely revealing musi- 
cal text imaginable. 

Even as it is one can cite any 

number of Wagnerian characters 
as more or less fitting illustrations 
of the Freudian principles. What, 
for instance, would have happened 
to our misanthropic friend Al- 
berich, if one of the Rhine maid- 
ens had found him not hard to 
look upon? Conceivably he might 
have become either a good family 
man or some sort of submarine 
Don Juan, so busy with his con- 
quests that he had no time and no 
breath left for Curses in the grand 
manner. , : 
As jt was he became a case his- 
tory—an example of 
longing whose Compensation Mech- 
anism generated most of the 
plot in the Nibelungen Tetralogy, 
put Bayreuth on the map and 
made possible the All-Wagner 
Symphony program. 

This dark drama of an insult- 
ed dwarf will be played in St. 
Louts Feb. 21, 22 and 23, at the 
Odeon by the Wagnerian Opera 
Company. The main outline of the 
story is undoubtedly familiar to a 
majority of those who will rea: 
this column, but in the interests of 
that ever-arriving younger gengra- 
tion and those whose memories 
will stand refreshing, I will take 
the liberty of outlining the high 
points of the drama again. , 

When the curtain goes up on 
“The Rhinegold,” one sees’ that 
translucent, aquamarine element in 
which the three Rhine maidens dis- 
port themselves with happy laugh- 
ter.

N THE course of time Wotan, 
High Chief of all the Gods, hears 
of the theft and fearing the con- 
sequences to himself, takes a jour- 
ney into-the nether world where 
Alberich operates a sort of muni- 
tions factory, accompanied by his 


_, henchman Loge, the Fire God and 


the Master Mind of his retinue. By 
playing on Alberich’s vanity—evi- 
dently Alberich suffered from an 


~ inferiority complex too—they per- 


suade him to turn himself into a 
toad. Promptly they step on him, 
take the Ring and the Tarnhelm— 
a magic helmet which enables one 
to assume any disguise he lNkes— 
and leave Alberich to curse them 
at his leisure. Pe 
This he does with considerable 
gusto. Who owns the Ring, he 
says, will come to a bad end. 
Moreover the possessor will be bur- 
dened with anguish most of the 
time and those who do not possess 
it wil] be torn ‘with envy. 
Meanwhile the time is approach- 
ing when Wotan must settle with 
the two giants, Fafner and Fasolt, 
who built his new home and fort- 
ress Walhalia which he is prepar- 
ing to occupy.

This 
convinces Sieglinde that her Fate 
awaits her and she flees with Sieg- 
mund. Hunding pursues. 

Wotan’s natural feelings prompt 
him to side with Siegmund, but at 
this juncture his lawful wife Fricka 
steps in and tells him that since 
Siegmund has violated the laws of 
hospitality he must die. 


HIS upsets Wotan’s plans, but 

he prepares to do her bidding. 

Meanwhile Brunhilde has con- 
voked the Walkure with the pur- 
pose of seeing that the forthcom- 
ing battle between Siegmund and 
Hunding favors the former. But 
Wotan interposes while the due! 
is in progress, allows Hunding to 
kill. Siegmund, then strikes Hund- 
ing dead. 


Brunhilde takes charge of Sieg 
linde, who now bears the seed of 
the True Hero: But Bruhhilde’s 
activity in Siegmund’s behalf has 
angered Wotan and he punishes 
her by putting her td sleep on a 
rock surrounded by a ring of 
firé. None but the true hero armed 
with the magic properties of the 
Ring, wilh even be able to invade 
that ring, restore her to conscious- 
hess, and take her for his own.

Apaches have made are in the files of 
the War Department at Washington 
as official reports from cummanders 
of frontier cavalry posts. In 1886 
they stole two women from a reserva~ 
tion near Solomonville and came on 
down across the high ridges of the 
Chiricahuas to meet in New Mexico, 
on a lonely road, the buckboard of 
Judge McComass and his wife and six- 
year-old son. McComass was a Fed- 
eral Judge in the United States. 

The band slew him and his wife 


as, forty years later, on the trail be-. 


tween Nacori and Three Rivers, they 
slew Frank Fimbres’ wife and stole 
his little son. They took the little son 
of Judge McComass and left his 
mother and father dying in the trail. 
Cowboys racing out from the settle- 
ment to warn the Judge that the band 
had broken away and was raiding the 
country came upon the dying pair and 
looking away across the mesquite saw 
the Apache Kid, well known to them 
all, riding a calico horse with a saddle 
on it and with the little McComiass 
child thrown across the front of the 
saddle. He was followed by the other 
members of the band. — 

They were trailed down across the 
Animas valley to the Big Hatchet 
Mountain, and from there to the Escu- 
elas south of the border, and from the 
Escuelas. into the Sierra Madres. 
where Uncle Sam's soldiers had left 
their dead on former expeditions after 
some of the same savages. 


The trailers, casting fearful glances 


behind them, came out after a month 
of groping through the wilderness. 
The son of Judge McComass evi- 
dentiy remained a prisoner of the 
Apache outlaws and 38 years later, in 
the summer of 1924, one of thé Hunt 
brothers from Douglas, with a cowboy, 
lay on a rock near the south fork of 
the Esculla pass trail and saw six 
Indian warriors trotting down the 
slope of the mountain. As they lay 
there in terrur of what they saw, the 
Indians approached and then passed 
by, not far away. Hunt and his com- 
panion saw that five of the horsemen 
were bronzed braves of the Apache 
tribe but that the sixth, more power- 
fully built than them all and more 
startling of aspect, was a white man, 
clad in breechclout of deer skin and 
with a beard that hung 
waist. Hunt believes that they must 
have seen the son of Judge McComass. 
Others than Hunt and his rider 
have seen this bearded, white giant of 
the tribe of the Apache Kid. It is 
because of this that the formal com- 
mission for the expedition which will 
go -up into the hills in April has a 
clause in it which, interpreted, says, 
“and to rescue and bring out not only 
Heraldo Fimbres but any and all per- 
sons held there by the Indian murder- 


ers.”’

But the fact stands that Lupe 
Fimbres, who now is reckoned to be 
31 years old and who talks as good 
Spanish as the Fimbres family does, 
and who wears clothing like civilized 
people, is a blood relation of Geronl- 
mo, and by her own statement she is 
the daughter of the Apache Kid, the 
weasel-eyed sub-chieftain who led 
away the band of outlaws from the 
prison camp after Geronimo. sur- 
rendered.

they heard in a rocky defile ahead of 
them the snorts and hoofbeats of a 
running mule. Presently into the 
natural clearing pitehed a half-wild 
mule ridden by a little Indian gir!

The mule pitched harder when it saw 
the cowboys and finally tossed the 
Indian girl off. The cowboys roped 
her as she crawled like a snake 
through the grass in an effort to hide 
and get away. 

They took-her back to Three Rivers 
as small consolation to old Pedro for 
the loss of his stolen cattle. She grew 
up to be khown as Lupe Fimbres 
and finally agreed to wear clothes and 
sleep in the house. She was very 
wild and is not altogether tame yet, 
but is friendly. , 


NCE, after Heraldo was stolen, 

and she had wept and cringed 

in fear, saying that her people 
would come for her and Kill her if 
she did it, she agreed to lead an ‘ex- 
pedition back into the haunts of her 
youth to search out the captors of the 
little boy and secure his release: She 
said it was her belief that her own 
mother had held the knife which slit 
the throat of Mrs. Fimbres. 

Riding on her own half-wild mule 
and taking the little sister of Heraldo 
with her as a sort of guarantee of 
peacefulness to her wild people, she 
set out, with the cowboys following 
her at a great distance. She went in, 
over dim trails that she had not fol- 
lowed since childhood. She made 
open camps at night and after the 
second night she says her people came 
down and watched her but would 
make no sign to her. She became 
afraid, for she well knew their ter- 
rible vengeance upon her if they de- 
cided that she had become, in her cap- 
tivity, an ally of civilized man more 
than a true Indian. 

So she went back and ambushed her 
trailers and begged of them that they 
let her go on into the great Canyon 
of the Caves alone with the little gir, 
Heraldo’s sister, and asked that they 
not follow her as she feared the sav- 
ages would murder them all. If she 
went on alone she.could treat with 
her tribesmen and gain the freedom 
of the little boy, possibly in trade for 
herself back into the tribe. Pedro 
Fimbres and Frank both refused the 
proposition for fear the Indians would 
take from them also their only re- 
maining blessing, the little sister of 
the lost boy. The expedition was 
dropped in despair that has grown 
through the years and that only now 
begins to dissipate as the men of two 
nations rally for a common cause. 


HE sentiment here in Douglas 
is that Heraldo Fimbres must 
not be permitted to spend 
another Christmas as a captive of 
those brutes.

pieces with a butcher knife; Reynolds, 
who knew the nerve systems in human 
beings as mining engineers know the 
veins of metals underground.

In America today, doc- 
tors say, the power of suggestion is a

cumstances, indispensable. Boris Sid- 
is, M. A., Ph. D., associate in psychol- 
ogy at the Pathological Institute of the 
New York State Hospital, wrote in his 
book, ‘‘The Psychology of Suggestion,”’ 
published in 1911: : 

“By suggestion is meant the intru- 
sion into the mind of an idea; met 
with more or less opposition by the 
person; accepted uncritically at last; 
and realized unreflectively, almost au- 
tomatically.”’ 

If Dr. Reynolds could intrude into 
Leona Barry’s mind the idea that she 
could move her paralyzed limbs and 
through hypnosis cause her to do so, 
might not some spring be loosened in 
her ideo-motor methanism which 
would result in mental and motor au- 
tomatism? In other words, if she once 
put in motion her helpless muscles, 
might she not reconnect the co-ordina- 
tion of her mind and body and, in 
time, be cured? 


HESE were the ideas probabls 
racing through Dr. Anton’s 
mind. Hypnotisation, Sidis ex- 
plained, produces a deep cleft in the 
mind of the subject, a cleft by which 
the waking, controlling consciousness 
is separated from the great stream of 
conscious life. Dr. Anton wanted Dr. 
Reynolds to produce that cleft in the 
afflicted girl’s mind and, through 
suggestion, induce motton. 

Dr. Reynolds arrived at the hospital 
shortly after 8 o'clock that evening, 
accompanied by his friend of long 
standing, Charlie Chaplin, the film 
comedian. Chaplin had gone with him 
on numerous strange cases. Gathered 
in the room they found members of the 
hospital staff—doctors, nurses, in- 
ternes and priests, intent on witnessing 
the procedure of the psychiatrist. 
Could a girl with paralyzed body, per- 
fectly helpless and beset by fear, be 
made, figuratively, to ‘rise, take up 
your bed and walk’’? They wondered. 
They scarcely were prepared for what 
really happened. 

The psychiatrist went to the bed and 
uncritically examined the body of the 
little patient. Her right limbs, he 
found, were cold and her face con- 
torted., 

A needle thrust deep into the calf 
of the leg, then the ankle, the foot and 
a spot just above the knee brought no 
protest from the sufferer. When 
jabbed {n midway between the knee 
and the thigh, however, she winced. 

“Lifeless from this point down!’’ Dr. 
Reynolds commented.

———ee  ioble language of 
yyw the ancients would 
SSS enrich his classical 
background, give him access to many 
of the untranslatable beauties of an- 
cient literature and be of practical 
assistance in his study of modern lan- 
guages. It was never once suggested 
that knowledge of classic Greek might 
be of help to him or to anybody else 
in getting across the Sahara Desert. 
His instructors completely overlooked 
that possibility. Moreover, they failed 
to mention, or even to suspect, that 
it might also enable him to aid a 
young woman in distress, which was 
perhaps a natural oversight inasmuch 
as classic Greek really never has en- 
joyed high repute as a remedy in 
such emergencies. But the fact is that 
Philip Cummings made his Greek 
serve both these extraordinary pur- 
poses, showing thereby that there are 
thore advantages in the study than 
the most rabid classicist ever dreamed 
of. 

Philip Cummings is now a resident 
of St. Louls——a teacher of French and 
Spanish at The Principia. At 23. he 
has traveled over much of the world, 
learned five of its languages and has 
studied in several foreign universities. 
As a student traveler, economizing on 
living coats and stretching his schol- 
arship money to cover tours not con- 
templated in the award, he has en- 
countered many unusual situations, 
but nowhere did he encounter one 
quite so strange as that in North Af- 
rica when he occupied the role of in- 
terpreter between a Sheik of the Des- 
ert and the Sheik's newly acquired 
Greek wife. 


HE young woman's distress was 
occasioned by the fact that she 
was being taken away into the 
desert among strange people as 
payment of her father’s debt to the 
Arab and by the further fact that 
she couldn't understand a word of 
the orders her husband bellowed .at 
her in Arabic. Cummings was quite 
unable to do anything about the 
firat phase of her misfortune, but 
he was able to improvise enough 
modern Greek from his knowledge of 
the ancient to tell the bewildered 
lady what the shouting was all about. 
Indeed, he helped the pair to carry 
on their first conversations and, in 
doing #0, won the gratitude of both 
the lady: and the Sheik. That was how 
he got across the Sahara. 
It was in June, 1928, that Cum- 
mings made hie foray into the blazing 
sand-dune country beyond the Atlas

Mountains. It was almost accidental 
that he was in Africa at ali. Sum- 
mer vacation had begun and Cum- 
mings, in company with a 16-year- 
cld Scotch lad, Ronald Duncan, had 
set out from Edinburgh on a Con- 


tinental ramble with no very definite’ 


plan as to destination or itinerary. 
They had proceeded to Marseilles with 
a more or less vague intention of 
sailing for the Italian coast and vis- 
iting Rome, when the lure of the Af- 
rican coast was felt. They decided 
that it might be better to take pas- 
sage on a trade boat—the harbor was 
full of them—-going to some out-of- 
the-way and seldom-visited port of 
Morocco, Algeria or Tunisia. Accord- 
ingly, they made inquiry and two 
hours later had embarked on the ‘‘Eu- 
gene Perrier’’ for Philippeville, Al- 
geria. 

In Philippeville they first saw the 
Sheik and his frightened bride, only 
they were not to learn until later that 
she was a bride. Determining to pen- 
etrate into the interior from Philippe- 
ville, they had gone to the railway 
station after devoting a few hours to 
exploration of the town. Cummings 
describes the scene: 


an ¥, Vere a sight that waiting 
room was! It was filled with 
Arabs going back to the 
desert and their tribes. There were 
a few Greek merchants. There were 
dull lamps and in the half-gloom 
were the figures of headless Arabs. 
They had. drawn their heads into 
their tunics. Others were mum- 
bling together and smoking. One was 
a tall, fine-faced fellow with a black 
over-tunic decorated with real gold 
embroidery. He was about 40 years 
old and was accompanied by a Greek 
girl of perhaps 18. In contrast with 
his rich apparel, she was cheaply 
dressed. She was pale and scared and 
seemed to be uncertain about what to 
do next. Among the Arabs, the tall 
fellow seemed to be a personage of 
importance, for the others bowed to 
him respectfully and made way for 
him to pass. 

“We had settled ourselves in a 
coach and were beginning to wonder 
what travel would be like in such a 
rattletrap conveyance when in came 
the big Arab with the girl. He sat 
down in a seat near us and the girl 
took a seat opposite. He paid little 
attention to her. He smoked one cig-- 
arette after another for a time and 
then went to sleep. As the train 
started on its journey with a great 
deal of clatter and snorting, the Arab 
roused himself, opened a window and 
tried to engage us in conversation. 
First, he tried us in Arabic and we 
grinned back helplessly. Then he 
opened up in perfect French and we 
had a long conversation. 

“The Shelk——-we afterwards found 
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he was a Sheik—bom- 
barded us with one 
question after another,’’ 
Cummings related. 
“And such questions! 
How did we happen to 
be there? How old were 
we? What did our 
fathers do? How much 
money did our fathers 
have? How much money 
did we have? Was |! 
married? Where was 
America? Did it belong 
to France? And so on. 
I tried to answer the 
searching volley. Event- 
ually he volunteered 
the information that the 
girl was a new wife and that he had 
two others. He had obtained her in 
settlement of a debt owed to him by 
her father, a Greek date merchant. 
Indeed, he had just met her at Phi- 
lippeville, she having arrived on a 
boat a few hours ahead of the boat 
bringing ‘your fllustrious selves.’ 

“IT spoke to the girl in a. few words 
from the classic Greek and I never 
saw a face brighten as did hers. She 
sent back a stream of Hellenic that I 
completely missed. It was some time 
before I could get her to slow down 
so that I could catch a word now and 
then of what she said. After listen- 
ing in dismay for several hours to 
gruff commands in Arabic, she almost 
wept for joy at hearing a word she 
could understand. The Sheik, too, 
seemed delighted that she could talk 
to somebody who could talk to him. 
So using me as an interpreter, the 
husband and wife held their first con- 
versation. I talked to her in a very 
imperfect attempt at Greek and to him 
in French. The first thing he asked 
about was her baggage. He seemed 
worried about that because all she had 
with her was a small trunk about half 
As for 
her, she wanted to know where she 
was going and what it was all about. 
The Sheik explained the situation. 
She seemed sad and forlarn, but ap- 
peared to accept her fate with resigna- 
tion.”’ 

HE Sheik’s name was Khadouri 

Mahboull ben Ahmed, the young 

travelers learned. He lived at 
El Areg, some 600 miles to the south- 
west, in the interior of Algeria. He 
owned a number of date plantations on 
various oases‘of the Sahara and also 
dealt in rugs, maintaining a trading 
headquarters at Batna. From Philippe- 
ville, however, he was going to Toug- 
gourt where he expected to outfit a 
caravan for a rug-trading trip and a 
visit to some of hie date pigntations.

She seemed grateful 
for that, Cummings relates, even 
though the Sheik did lock her in her 
room when he left the hotel to pilot 
the young foreigners through the 
town. 

When, several hours later, the Arab 
and his bride left Constarftine for 
Touggourt, he invited Cummings and 
Duncan to join him the following week 
when his caravan would leave Toug- 
gourt for a month’s tour into the Sa- 
hara. This invitation the youths eag- 
erly accepted.

With an improved boat and rockets 
so powerful that a mishap would blast 
the craft and driver to atoms, Pope, 
who is 19, will make final tests in a 
few weeks in Biscayne Bay. 

Since the days when fireworks first 
were invented, man has dreamed of 
utilizing the vast power generated by 
explosion of powder to drive him at 
tremendous speed, either on land, wa- 
ter or in the air. Recent experiments 
have brought such thoughts into the 
realme of feasibility. 

Unlike visionaries who hope to reach 
the moon or some distant planet by a 
rocket-driven vehicle, Pope expects 
only to go faster in a boat than any 
human being ever has ridden before. 
For a decade, racing-boat drivers have 
pushed their craft faster and faster, 
with a constant view of surpassing the 
apeed of 100 miles an hour.

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minute changes, Pope made ready for 
his final preliminary test. 

Heavier rockets than used in the 
first tests were installed, increasing 
the danger through making the craft 
a potential uncontrollable projectile, 
but it was calculated that the auto- 
matic rudder would keep the boat on 
an even keel and in a straight path. 

When Pope took the wheel he was 
wrapped in heavier anti-shock pads. A 
speed boat with a long towline start- 
ed the rocket boat, in order to allow 
Pope to use the full power of his rock- 
ets to attain speed and not waste en- 
ergy in overcoming inertia. 

At the moment of the first discharge 
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the towline was dropped and =the 
starting boat scurried to cover. When 
Pope threw the switch the boat leaped 
forward with a speed that spurted wa- 
ter 50 feet. The craft emerged from 
a smoke cloud traveling at a tremen- 
dous pace. 

The second and third discharges in- 
creased the speed until the craft 
seemed like a dashing comet with a 
tail of lightning. 

Suddenly, while the craft was pick- 
ing up for a final burst, the rudder 
wires burned through and the boat 
was transformed into a whirling pin-

a lucky chance, it 
did not upset but 
roared and* spit 
flame until the pro- 
pulsion units were 
expended. It 
estimated from a 
check of distance 
covered that a pace 
in excess of 60 
miles an hour was 
attained In less than 
200 feet. 

Dazed and 
choked, Pope was 
taken from the 
cockpit, apparently 
unhurt, but a med- 
ical examination re- 
vealed that he had 
a possible displaced 
vertebra.

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preliminary and made to show the de- 
fects of the theory under which the 
boat was built and operated. Dick Pope 
said they indicated almost certain suc- 
cess to the plan for driving a rocket 
boat at a speed in excess of the 100- 
mile goal of which racing drivers 
dream so hungrily. Concerning the 
new rocket boat, to be tried soon, Dick 
Pope said: 

“It is all metal and has the moat 
perfect stream-lining it is possible to 
build into a boat. The craft in many 
reepects will resemble a stream-lfined 
rocket, such as planned for moon voy- 
ages.”’ 

Fhe new boat, to be christened Dixie 
Torpedo II, will be powered with rock- 
ets four feet long and more than two 
inches in diameter. These will have 
three or four times the power of the 
heavy 10-pound propulsion units used 
in the preliminary tests. 

A flame-proof rudder will be sup- 
plemented by an air rudder, to prevent 
repetition of the pinwheel antics that 
nearly cost young’ Pope his life. The 
rockets will have an inverted cone in 
the ‘‘mouth” to distribute the power- 
giving flame evenly. 

The tremendous power given by the 
discharge of rockets is almost incalcu- 
lable, Dick Pope said. The problem of 
obtaining the superspeed sought is not 
so much that of power, but more a 
question of control. 

It was pointed out that if the rock- 
ets were fired in a way that would 
snatch control from the driver, they 
might actually send the boat roaring 
clear of the water and into the air, like 
a true rocket. 


NE of the problems overcome 
() = the possible backfire, which 

would blow the boat and. the 
driver to pieces. To prevent such an 
accident, the rockets are stepped into 
a cavity at the bottom of which is 
a huge block of wood. A special cone 
block is inserted into each hole to 
jam the base of each propulsion unit. 
Metal reinforcement is placed back 
of the firing blocks as an additional 
safety factor. 

The liquid rockets invented by Pro- 
fessor Goddard not only are larger but 
are far more powerful than powder 
units. He -has devoted years of study 
to the subject and is America’s fore 
most authority on rocket propulsion. 

Use of rocket power for various 
purposes in the future is anticipated by 
Dick Pope. He believes airplanes can 
be launched in a small space by use of 
rockets. Huge propulsion units in 
wings, supplementing the motors, 
would drive planes almost vertically 
into the air, enabling them to gain a)- 
titude without the necessity of taking 
off on a long runway in a cleared 
area, he said. 

Both the brothers have enviable rec- 
ords in the field of spectacular motor- 
boating enterprises. Maicolm has 
driven in more than 125 races, win- 
ning- approximately 60 of them. 

He was the first driver to make a 
boat leap clear of the water while run- 
ning at full tilt. This jumping boat, 
which leaped into the air after running 
up an elevated float, was exhibited al! 
over the country. He then evolved a 
rolling boat, which resembled a sub- 
marine in many respects, It would 
capsize, right itself and proceed at full 
speed by use of a special rudder. . 

Both Popes are experts in aquaplan- 
ing. Dick Pope was the first man to 
make a clear leap from the water with 
a surf board, using the same type of 
float that his brother employed for 
the jumping boat. They also are ex- 
perts in water ski-jumping, a sport 
said to be as exciting as ski-jumping in 
ley climes. \ 

Use of rockets for propelling speed 
boats is a departure from all previous 
methods of obtaining speed on water, 
and the thrill of zooming along a flame 
trail has appealed to many devotees of 
boating in South Florida. 

The Popes expect to exhibit their 
rocket boat next summer in regattas 
all over the country, including those 
in Savannah, Baltimore, on the Mis- 
sissippi River and the Great Lakes.

This is the story of a man who 
in the artistry of crime combined 
chemicals with human passions, 
skill in engraving with skill in 
manipulating social machinery 
and, with the aid of a printing 
press and psychology, achieved an 
almost perfect crime. 

The five-pound note issued by 
the Bank of England is in a way 
the most distinctive bill in the 
world’s currency. Whereas prac- 
tichlly every other money bill of 
considerable denomination bears 
on its face a design as complicat- 
ed as possible, to make forging it 
a difficult matter, the English 
five-pound note seems to aim at 
simplicity. 

It bears no colors, simply black 
ink. The text on it is reduced to a 
few words. The letters are large 
and plain in design. It doesn’t take 
much skill to make a facsimile or 
to imitate the face of the note. In 
the crime museum at police head- 
quarters in Vienna I saw what a 
17-year-old school boy of that city 
was able to do with it. 

With some India ink and a fine 
steel pen he drew a copy. of the 
English five-pound note so skilful- 
ly that even experts had to use a 
mignifying glass to tell the dif- 
ference between his forgery and 
the genuine. 

But the boy did not get very far 
with his attempt. The moment he 
presented the counterfeit at a 
bank and tried to cash it, the for- 
gery was discovered. 

If the face of the note was as 
skilfully forged as I have just 
said, what then betrayed the false 
bill? The answer is the paper on 
which the bank note is printed. It 
is the paper rather than the de- 
sign on it that cashiers scrutinize 
when a five-pound note is pre- 
sented. 

This paper, unique in texture, 
with a characteristic water-mark, 
is made under a secret formula. 
But that formula gives the paper 
such individuality that it is prac- 
tically useless for a-forger to de- 
vote himself to imitating the face 
of a five-pound note unless he also 
imitates its body—and up to date 
that effort ‘has seemed too much 


for forgers. 
Ae: this prize was a dap- 

per young man by the name 
of James Griffiths. There was 
a niceness about his clothes bor- 
dering on effeminacy. His 
hands, too, were slender, ex- 
quisitely tended. They were in 
keeping with the»sman’s lightly- 
made body and smooth-shaven, 
sensitive face. His cold gray eyes, 
however, suggested anything but 
effeminacy; they were furtive 
until they wanted to see some- 
thing; then it was like a stab of 
icy light.

Then he got a thorough train- 
ing as an analytical chemist. 


I said he could have made 
money legitimately. But whether 
out of greed or because to some 
people the straight-away is a mo- 
notonous road, Griffiths set his 
heart on forging five-pound Bank 
of England notes.

communities is being taken over 
by atmospheric fodder emporiums. 
In these places the head-waiter is at- 
tired in the gaudy splendor of an 
‘Egyptian sheik, an Italian gondolier 
or a dentist’s barker and the idea is 
“to cough up three bucks for a one- 
dollar dinner and two dollars’ worth 
of comic opera. Obviously a guest 
would feel too cheap to order a mere 
ham sandwich from some magnificent 
fellow equipped with a clanking sword 
and a plumed helmet and, for all one 
knows, a key to the city and a life- 
time pass to the National League. But 
this type of service is soothing to 
one’s vanity, especially after a hard 
day at the office when the credit 
inanager has bawled one out in the 
presence of the window-washer. 
Therefore the man who inventeti this 
atmosphere stuff cannot be said to 
have been rusty in the cupola. 

It may be that the new style of 
vitamin. mifll is another manifestation 
of the modern trend in big business 
and that Childs will some day merge 
with Radio-Keith-Orpheum, dress up 
ite waiters like Indian -maharajahs 
and bring them out of the kitchen on 
elephants. In this event they would 
get Paul Poiret to design the uni- 
forms and Joseph Urban to design 
the roast beef.

While many of these atmosphere 
places are super-elaborate, some of 
them go in for the opposite extremes 
of simplicity and are just as success- 
ful.
